Valley of Venafque and otber Parts into which the 
rebellious Miqueiets have {pread themfelves. Don 
Pedro Ronquiiio Major Genera], having Advice that 
the Governour of Viulla Joyofa fituate in the King- 
dom of Valencia, on the Sea-Cozft, within 5 Lea- 
gues of Alicant, had laid Siege to the Caftle of Fini- 
ftrat, fent a Detachment of Horfe and Foor to re- 
lieve the Garrifon, who by their Refiftance gave 
them time to come up.
